and

close working agreement existed 
between them. 


Addition to the Pere Marquette 


and Erie, according to officials of 
the Nickel Plate, rounds out a 
great and complete railroad sys- 
tem, 
operation 
of which as a 


unit will be of untold benefit to 
the communities served, as well 
as more profitable to the various 
stockholders. 


Approval of the interstate com- 


merce commission will be sought 
at an early date, and it was indi- 
cated today that in all probabil- 
ity the merged roids would not 
be operated as a unit until this 
formal approval is obtained.

•was anticipated, however, that of- 
ficial approval would follow al- 
most as a matter of course, as the 
federal government, in the Esch- 
Cummins act, has already given 
approval to the merger of roads 
into greater systems.

SAVINKOFF IS 
I GIVEN M RCY 


MOSCOW, Aug. 29-—A stay of 


execution and a recommendation 
of mercy were granted today to 


> Boris SaviuKoff, minister of war 


in the Kereusky cabinet, who was 
sentenced to death after being 
found guilty of stirring up coun- 
ter-revolts against the Soviet. 


Savinkoff told of nis plotting 


and admitted receiving money 
from the French and the Czechs. 
He said he had held conferences 
with former premier David Lloyd 
George, 
of 
England, Winston 


Churchill, former British colonial 
secretary, and former president 
Alexandre Millerand, of France. 


Sentence 
"was imposed upon 


Savinkoff last night after a sensa- 


lal trial. 
"I have made a mistake," said 


the former -war minister, address- 
ing the Red tribunal. I recognize 
|he power of the Soviets 
I ex- 


pected a death sentence and I do 
not ask any pity from you. But 
the revolutionary conscience will 
remind you that I, too, was a rev- 
olutionary." 


Savinkoff was arrested while 


crossing the border disguised as a 
refugee. 
He had just come from 


Paris. The prisoner was brought 
to Moscow with much secrecy. 


-Savinkoff was put on trial, the 


state charging that he came to 
Russia to "organize 
terrorism 


against Soviet leaders-" 


The trial was conducted with- 


out a public prosecutor nor any 
counsel for the defense. 
Savin- 


koff pleaded his own case. Saying 
it must be remembered that he 
organized the assassination of 
minister Pleve and grand duke 
Sergius and that he led the first 
revolution in 1905.
